CHOCTAWS TAKE NEW CHIEF. 


Muskogee, I. T., Jan. 24.—The Creek upris- 
ing is growing to dangerous proportions. 
Marshal Bennett has just received a tele- 
gram from Bristow, I. T., announcing that 
690 armed Creeks stationed two miles from 
there are preparing to attack the town and 
pleading for protection. 

Marshal Bennett and Agent Shoenfelt are 
swearing in large numbers of deputies, whom 
they are forwarding to the scene of trouble. 
It is now feared they will reach the town 
too late, and the Mayor of Bristow has been 
instructed to swear in all the men necessary 
to protect the town. | 

Soldiers are being hurried from Fort Reno 


to the seat of trouble, but they will not reach 


Bristow before tomorrow night, as they will 
arrive at Henrietta first and go overland. 
Indian Agent Shoenfelt will ask for more 
help, and it is found that one company of 
cavalry cannot handle the situation, for the 
Indians are dividing up into bands of 100. 


Go After Crazy Snake. | 
Marshal Bennett, with six deputies, is 
about to leave for Eufaula, where Cragy 
Snake was seen today, and will attempt his 
capture. The Snake band is within three 
miles of Bristow and is reported to have 
whipped two white men.

The citizens of Stroud appealed today to the 
Governor for military protection. They de- 
clare there is no real danger from the full- 
blood Indians, but that the trouble has been 
instigated by outlaws and half-breeds, who 
are preparing to raid towns on the border and 
rob a number of banks during the excitement. 

- Choctaw Rebels Choose Chief. 

South McAlester, I. T., Jan. 24.—Runners 
sent out last night report a number of Creek 
Indians with the Choctaws. The Choctaw 
rebels elected Daniel Bell as chief, this be- 
ing part of a preconcerted plan made with 
the Creeks last fall. The Creeks, who call 
thémselves Snakes, acknowledge the leader- 
ship of Crazy Snake of the Creeks. 

Two hundred well armed Choctaws are 

eight miles northeast of this city, 

It is stated that the Snakes have planned 
to destroy all the railroads in their nation 
by burning bridges and section-houses. They 
have deposed Governor Dukes and issued 
an order to all citizens to cease leasing or 
renting to whites. The first offense they 
will punish with fifty lashes, they say; ears 
will be cut off for the second offense; and 
death for the third. They have organized 
and have leaders in every Choctaw county 
and claim to have a membership of 2,600. 

United States Marshal Grady has sent the 
leaders word that arrests will follow the 
first violation of the law, no matter what 
may be the result. He has telegraphed for 
permission to swear in special deputies. 
The Indians are riding over the country in 
Bands of five or six, serving their notices. 


Governor Dukes Talks of His Tribe. 

Fort Smith, Ark., Jan. 24.—Choctaw Gov- 
ernor G. W. Dukes left tonight for Musko- 
gee to investigate the reported Snake Indian 
uprising among the Choctaws. He said: 

“I do not believe the condition in the In- 
dian country is as bad as stated, even among 
the Creeks, and, as for my people, there 
are few foolish enough to join the up- 
rising. There can be no doubt that the 
Snakes are rising, as trouble has been brew- 
ing among them for several months.” 


Hoffman to Lead Militia. 

Wichita, Kas., Jan. 24.—Governor Barnes 
has asked Colonel Hoffman to come to 
Guthrie to be ready to take charge of the 
militia, which may be ordered to Chandler, 
Stroud, and other towns bordering on the 
Indian Territory before morning.

City Sealer Quinn, in speaking of the case, 
said: 

„ can stand for ‘con’ men, three-shell 
men, footpads, and even burglars armed 
with guns, but when it comes to these chaps 
who short-weight a widow 1,100 pounds out 
of 4,000 pounds of coal I kick. I'd rather 
catch one than be Mayor.”

Along with Hall's indictment a similar bill 
was voted against his companion, Martin 
Reilly, for whom a Deputy Sheriff is still 
searching.

The evidenc’ which caused the grand jury 
to vote indictments against Hall and Reily 
was supplied by Frank H. Otto of Kenosha, 
Wis., through the efforts of Tas TRIBUNE, 
which prevailed upon Otto to institute the 
proceedings in the interests of the public, on 
| which Hall and his confederates have preyéd 
tor so many years. The story Otto related 
to the grand jury, detailing the manner in 
which he was robbed of $45 on Jan. 9, was so 
comprehensive and convincing to the jurors 
that they immediately voted the indictments.

On that oc- 
casion.Justice Hamburgher refused to grant 
a continuance and Hall took a change of 
venue to Justice Hoglund, where the case 
was set for Jan. 18, with Saloonkeeper Don- 
ahue on his bond this time.

Story of the Robbery. 

State’s Attorney Deneen considers the case 
against Hall and Reily an unusually strong 
one. On the occasion of the robbery Otto 
came to the city with his cousin, Edward 
Otto, who was intending to purchase a team 
of horses. They were waiting for a car at 
Clark and Randolph streets when Hall ap- 
proached them an¢_#sked if they were going 
to the Stock-Yar~. Receiving an affirma- 
tive answer Hali sald he was going there 
also, but that it was too early, and then he 
invited the two young men to accompany 
him to the dock at Wells street and see a 
** torpedo boat that had just arrived. 

Without much persuasion the strangers 

went With Hall, and on descending the stairs 
at the Wells street bridge, they met a con- 
federate of Hall’s, who was manipulating 
the shell game. Hall played the game 
and won, and pushing a roll of bills 
into Frank Otto’s hand, told him he 
could have it if he produced a like 
amount of his own money. Otto took the 
money, at the same time showing $45 of 
his own money. He was immediately seized, 
the money was taken from him, and when 
Reily appeared as a detective, he threatened 
Otto with arrest, 
The threat was ineffective, however, and 
Otto went to the East Chicago Avenue Po- 
lice Station to report his loss. The arrest 
of Hall and Reily followed the next day.

TELLS OF THE WOMANLY QUEEN 


‘Mrs. George Cornwallis-West Adds Her 
Tribute of Praise for Lovable 
Qualities of Victoria. 

LONDON, Jan. 24.—Mrs. George Corn- 
wallis- West, who was Lady Randolph 
Churchill and previous to her marriage Miss 
Jennie Jerome of New York City, has had un- 
usual opportunities of meeting Queen Vic- 
toria, and by request has written the fol- 
lowing: 

I am sure it is no exaggeration to say that 
the American people have placed Queen Vic- 
toria on as high a pedestal of virtue as their 
imagination can build.

These will be immortalized by history, 
Still, I cannot refrain from saying that the 
great theme of all was her knowledge of 
and sympathy with human nature.

BOER INVADERS ARE LOCATED. 


Prime Minister of Cape Colony Gives 
Facts Regarding the Situation 
His District. Py 
[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. 
CAPE TOWN, Jan. 24.—The Prime Min- 
ister has issued a statement showing the 
situation in the Cape Colony. He says there 
is no trace of any considerable number of the 
invaders in the northeastern district. Of 
the two main bodies of Boers in the colony the 
western force is still in the Calvinia district, 
detachments getting as far south as the 
bridge over the Doorn River, northwest of 
Clanwilliam. 
A portion of the western commando, turn- 
ing northeast, has made its appearance at 
De Drift and Brand Viei, both in the Calvinia 
district, which seems to indicate that the 
commando has either divided into two parties 
or is retreating towards the Orange River. 
The eastern commando, after looting in de- 
tached parties in the Midland districts, ad- 
vanced southeast, attacking Willowmere, but

FIERCE FIGHT AT LEYTE ISLAND. 


Lieutenant Steele, with Ten Men and 
Some Natives, Kills Over 100 In- 
surgent Assailants. 


MANILA, Jan. 24.—Lieutenant Steele, with 
ten men of the Forty-third Regiment and 
seven native soldiers, fought a fierce half- 
hour’s engagement with a large force of 
Filipinos at Tenaguna, Island of Leyte, Jan. 
9, which resulted in the killing of over 100 
insurgents. Private Edward McGugie of 
Company M was killed.

The situation in the Island of Samar since 
the increase of troops has been quiet.

Captures, arrests, and seizures of arms 
continue in the unpacified districts of the 
Island of Luzon. 

The hearing of the municipal government 
bill today developed an attempt on the part 
of prominent Filipinos to secure a delay of 
two years before taxing land where the 
owners are unable to cultivate on account 
of the dangerous situation in the fighting 
territory.

second year. 

General MacArthur has ordered the de- 
portation to the United States of George 
T. Rice, editor of the Daily Bulletin, a 
marine journal. Rice will sail on the Penn- 
sylvanla next Monday. The order charac- 
terizes him as a dangerous incendiary and 
a menace to the military situation.” Rice’s 
offense was the publication of allegations 
that LAéeutenant Commander William Braun- 
ersreuther, Captain of the Port, had charged 
excessive pilotage and moorage fees, a per- 
centage of which he had kept himself. The 
report of Major Mills, Inspector General, 
who investigated the allegations, completely 
exonerated the Captain of the port. Rice 
came originally from Red Wing, Minn., and 
was formerly a member of the Minnesota 
volunteers. | 


TROOPS MUTINY IN VENEZUELA. 


Men at Hoyo, Near Caracas, Kill Colonel, 
Lieutenant Colonel, and Seven : 
Comrades. 


FORT DE FRANCE, Martinique, Jan. 24,— 
The Venezuelan troops in the Hoyo barracks 
at Caracas mutinied on Jan. 15, and killed 
their Colonel, the Lieutenant Colonel, and 
seven men, and then fied in various direc- 
tions. 

Two hundred and ten of the men were 
captured again. There was no fighting in 
the town, and the exact cause of the mutiny 
is not known. . 

The situation, so far as it affects the Ber- 
mudez Asphalt company, grows more 
critical every hour.

Constitution to Be Taken Entire and 
Then Discussed by Articles Until 
Work Is Concluded.

SHANGHAI, Jan. 24.~Difficulty has arisen 
between the Russians and English over an 
expedition of the British gunboat Plover

Subsequently Admiral Alexieff, the Rus- 
sian commander, wrote to Admiral Seymour 
declaring that the islands belonged to Rus-

Admiral Seymour replied that he was not 
aware that Russia claimed the Islands. Ad- 
miral Seymour referred the matetr to the 
British government.

Battleships Go to Scene.

PORTSMOUTH, Jan. 25.—It is asserted 
here that the British first-class battleships 
Ocean and Canopus have been ordered to 
hurry to Chinese waters from the Mediter- 
ranean in connection with the dispute with 
Russia over the Elliot and Blonde Islands. a 


- China Asks to Modify Terms. 

PEKIN, Jan. 20.[Delayed.]-—The mem- 
orandum of Li Hung Chang and Prince 
Ching accompanying the Chinese agreement 
proves to be a typical Chinese document. 
While agreeing to all the demands of the 
powers it prpsents a logical argument why 
most of them should not be imperative. 

They have sent signed copies of the pre- 
liminary demand note to the foreign Min- 
isters. They also sent copies of an imperial 
decree, which bore the official seal, in which 
they were directed to sign the note, They 
also sent a long memorandum in which they 
‘admitted the justice of most of the demands. 

In this memorandum Li Hung Chang and 
Prince Ching said, among other things, that 
as China had complied with all the demands 
of the powers a day ought to be fixed when 
the foreign soldiers who are acting as le- 
gation guards at Pekin and are occupying 
posts bewteen Pekin and the sea should be 
withdrawn. Previous to this withdrawal, 
the Chinese commissioners said no expedi- 
tion of the allied forces should be sent any- 
where. 

Want All Palace Loot Returned. 
Furthermore, they asked that all property 
removed from places which have been occu- 
pled by the allles should be returned to 
China at a fixed rate. They also said in the 
memorandum that, as the indemnities to be 
demanded by foreigners would probably be 
exceedingly large and would necessarily in- 
crease the imperial taxes, they (the com- 
missioners and the Ministers) should consult 
about this matter. ; 

The memorandum asserts that the Chi- 
nese resources must be considered, and says: 
„Therefore we veriture to express the hope 
that the neighboring nations will, with one 
accord, give their consent to the adoption 
of any measure which China may bring for‘ 
ward with the view to creating additional 
revenue, such as increasing the customs 
tariff, raising the mining duties, and estab- 
lishing a universal postal system and intro- 
ducing stamp duties, which are already in 
operation throughout other countries.“ 

This is a bold proposal to make foreigners, 
and foreign goods and industries pay the 
indemnities. An increase in the customs tax 
without abolishing the likin tax will, acoord- 
ing to merchants, make the cost of foreign 
goods prohibitive except to foreigners in the 
foreign trade. 

It is noticeable that the commissioners did 
not suggest increasing the salt taxes. Salt 
is a government monopoly, and a moderate 
tncrease in the tax would provide millions 
of taels and would fall on the Chinese them- 
selves. 

The exact location of the legation conces- 
sions, which the powers themselves are to 
guard, ought to be fixed immediately, as 
should also be the size and exact location df 
the isons which are to be left on the road 
betw Pekin and the sea. 

The memorandum goes on to say that China 
herself will undertake the responsibility of 
protecting foreigners from every country, 
and will, if she has the power, prevent any 
interruption of communication between the 
Ministers and their governments, and in that 
way protect the foreign representatives. 
After a year or two, the memorandum de- 
clares, the allied powers ought to withdraw 
the garrisons. 


Other Modifications Asked. 

In regard to the article about the pro- 
hibition of the importations of arms and 
munitions of war, the Chinese commission- 
ers say there ought to be a time limit set 
on this, at the expiration of which the pur- 
chase of arms in foreign countries by China 
would again be permitted. In regard to 
commercial treaties, the memorandum says 
that if the powers consider new treaties 
necessary China will agree to negotiate 
them. Finally, the envoys in their memor- 
andum ask for a conference with the Minis- 
ters for the purpose of consulting with them 
on the various matters mentioned in the 
note. Copies of this memorandum were not 
distributed to the Ministers until tonight. 

The throne after having agreed to all the 
demands now seems to be w about 
complying with them. In an t received 
the Empress Dowager wants to know what 
sort of an inscription will have to be placed 
on the monument to Baron von Ketteler, the 
German Minister, who was assassinated in 
the streets of Pekin, and which, according 
to the demand note, is to be erected on the 
spot where he was killed. She is evidently 
afraid that the inscription will fnjure her in 
the estimation of her subjects. 

The question of new commercial treaties 18 
also troubling her. In the edict referred to 
she says that if new treaties are made they 
should not refer to the southern provinces, 
but only to the north, where most of the 
trouble occurred.

TWO STATES TAKE UP SUBJECT IN 


Illinois Representative Introduces a 
Measure to Prohibit the Sale or Man- 
ufacture, While the Wisconsin 
House Passes a Bill on the Subject— 
Lawmakers at Madison Discuss Sub- 
ject of Premiums te Mothers of 
Large Families and Tax Bachelors. 


{BY A STAFF CORRRESPONDENT.] 
Springfield, III., Jan. 24.—[Special.J—A plan 
to stop the manufacture and sale of cigarets 
was brought before the Illinois House today, 


and its promoters promise to press for imme- 


diate action upon it. 

Representative George W. Witt, a farmer 
of Kane County, presented the anti-cigaret 
bill. It is a stringent affair and prohibits 
the manufacture, sale, or giving away of 
cigarets anywhere within the State under 
a penalty of a fine of from $50 to $200 or 
imprisonment in the county jail not less 
than thirty days, or both. 

Representative Witt explained that per- 
sonally he had no acquaintance with cigarets, 
but th is a young man in his little town 
who has become a physical wreck on account 
of their use and the sight of him persuaded 
him that they should be abolished. 

Wisconsin House Passes Bill. 

Madison, Wis., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—The 
House today the Overbeck anti- 
cigaret bill, which absolutely prohibits the 
sale of cigarets or cigaret paper, there being 
only a half dozen votes in the negative. 


Plan to Encourage Big Families. 

Assemblyman Saru of Oshkosh has two 
remarkable bills which he will introduce 
shortly. One is to encourage the. develop- 
ment of population by having the State pay 
an annual premium to the mothers of large 
families as follows: Mothers having six 
children, $10; seven children, $12; eight, $15; 
nine, $20; ten, $25; eleven, $30; twelve, $35. 
The other is entitled a bill to encourage 
matrimony, and is said to have been drafted 
by the Woman’s club of Oshkosh. It pro- 
vides that the Assessors of the towns shall 
take a list of the unmarried men of 30 years 
of age or over and fix a special tax of $10 
a year on them. Neither widowers nor 
divorced men are to be considered unmarried 
young men. 

Railroad Commission Asked. 

A. R. Hall, author of the anti-pass law 
of two years ago, introduced a railroad 
commission bill, similar to the Iowa law. 
It provides for six commissioners, to serve 
six years at $3,000 a year, but all expenses 
of the commission are not to exceed $20,000 
a year. The bill prohibits discriminations 
and allowe the commission to limit rates. 


Demands Law Against Hazing. 
The Committee on Military Affairs report- 
ed favorably on the joint resolution asking 
Congress to legislate against hazing. 


FOR CALUMET RIVER CANAL. 


Bill Advanced in Indiana Legislature 
Provides Means for Improved Wa- 
_terway from East 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—The 
harbor bill of Senator Agnew of Valparaiso, 
reported favorably by the Senate Judiciary 
committee today and advanced to second 
reading, provides for a waterway from East 
Chicago on Lake Michigan to Calumet River, 
to be used for a ship canal. Senator Agnew 
says that he has heard of no opposition to 
the bill, which provides that on petition of 
one-third of the affected property-holders 
the Circuit Judge shall appoint three disin- 
terested persons to assess benefits and dam- 
ages to pay the cost of the waterway. 


INSANE WOMAN IS ABDUCTED. 


Chicagoan Asks a Writ of Habeas Cor- 
pus to Recover Possession of His 
Wealthy Wife. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 24.—[ Special.] 
Detectives tonight located Mrs. 8. R. Howell, 
the wife of a prominent mining man of Chi- 
cago and former Assistant Treasurer of the 
United. States, who was abducted from 
a local sanitarium by her mother, Mrs. 
Calhoun, this morning. Her husband has ap- 
plied for a writ of habeas corpus to recover 
her. 
Mrs. Howell was found demented in the 
street last week, having gone insane over 
losses in mining stocks. She had several 
thousand dollars’ worth of jewelry and 
stocks In her possession. She was sent toa 
sanitarium, and Assistant District Attorney 
Banning was named as her guardian. 

Howell and Mrs. Calhoun arrived from 
Chicago yesterday. They saw Mrs. Howell 
at the sanitarlum and all seemed on the 
best of terms. Mrs. Calhoun had Mrs. 
Howell removed to another part of the sani- 
tarium, which is closely guarded, and early 
this morning she removed the patient while 
the nurse had gone for medicine. Howell 
can give no explanation of this queer act.

Rodermund at first protested, but offered 
no violence, as he had threatened. He has 
spent the day telephoning trying to retain 
a lawyer to fight his case in the courts, but 
no lawyer in the city will take his case. He 
is now seeking counsel outside the city by 
telephone. Public feeling has quieted. 

Dr. Rodermund this morning gave out the 
following statement over the telephone: 

“IT shall exhaust every legal means to se- 
cure release from quarantine. Such means 
failing, I shall free myself at any cost. I 
demand the right to be heard in my own de- 
fense to this extent: It was not my inten- 
tion to alarm the public by making my ex- 
periment public at this time. I tried to keep 
my visit to the smallpox patient secret and 
succeeded up to Tuesday night, when upon 
my return from Green Bay I found it had 
leaked out. When questioned and accused 
I boldly declared what I had done. Other- 
wise I should have kept silence until a month 
from now, when the city was free from amall- 
pox, when no one would have known of their 
alleged exposure to contagion, and with the 
danger all past I should have proved my case 
without alarming any one. 

“Phe charge that I deliberately set out 
to create the present needless alarm among 
the people is false. Nothing was farther from 
my intention. I have caused no more ex- 
posure than have the Health Officer and 
other physicians who have visited the pa- 
tient, or officers on watch and other 
persons caused this morning. I will be free. 
Legally if possible, but I will be free.“ 


TO DISINFECT ALL BO 
IN THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Trustees Provide for the Destruction of 
Any Germs Which May Be in Vol- 
umes—Three New Smallpox Cases. 


The Board of Public Library Trustees yes- 
terday adopted a resolution by Dr. W. A. 
Kuflewski providing for the appointment of 
a special committee to disinfect all the books 
on the shelves of the library. Trustees Kuf- 
lewski, Meeker, and Plamondon constitute 
the committee. ! 

„Several cases of disease have recently 
come under my observation,“ said Dr. Kuf- 
leweki, which convinced me that disease 
is spread by means of the books in the Pub- 
lic .Library. Sick people are great readers 
and frequent the library more than any 
other class. The books can be disinfected 
at a small cost, and the public is entitled to 
this protection, especially when disease is so 
prevalent in the city.” 

All the employés m the Public Library will 
be vaccinated. A resolution was passed to 
that effect. A week ago physicians from 
the Health department called at the library, 
and only one-half of the employés would 
submit to the operation. 

The Health department has called atten- 
tion to the fact that nearly all the persons 
who are suffering with smallpox at the Iso- 
lation Hospital never were vaccinated or 
had not been vaccinated in recent years. 

The charge against Dr. George Thilo, 467 
Milwaukee avenue, and Dr. Carl Strueh, 540 
Ashland avenue, of signing vaccination cer- 
tificates without performing the vaccina- 
tion was being investigated by Dr. Reynolds 
yesterday. The doctors denied having issued 
the certificates. 

Three new cases of smallpox developed yes- 
terday, and Dr. Spalding pronounced the 
conditions unchanged throughout the city. 

Only two of the cases were made public. 
They were Mrs. Christina De Sale, Fifty- 
fifth avenue and Superior street, Austin, and 
Robert Campbell, 140 North Clark street. 

Superintendent Cooley has called the at- 
tention of principals to the city ordinance 
which provides that no principal shall admit 
to the schools any child who has not been 
vaccinated within seven years.

I have no idea for measurements, 
but I imagine his big sala is about eighty feet 
long and perhaps twenty-five feet across, 
with a flat-beamed roof, windows at each 
end and portiéres along the walls of old bluc 
Venetian linen; a place in which it seems one 
could only live and think nobly. His face 
seems to respond to its teachings. What 
more might not an environment like that 
bring out in you? Come and let me see! I 
have hopes springing as I think of things 
that you may be coming after all; and that 
that is what lay concealed under the gayety 
of your last paragraph. Then I am more 
blessed even than I knew. What, you are 
coming? So well I do love you, my Beloved!
